ers entreated their lordships to counsel the people (‘and that,’ said 


| he, ‘is what your lordships do not very often do’) not to submit 


longer to the exaction of uncoastitutioual and oppressive taxes.""— 
‘Lhe Petitioners,” he said, “further prayed their lordships to 
counsel the other branch of the Legislature not to impose taxes on 
the people for the purpose of supporting the families of the Aristo- 
cracy, whereby their lordships had been brought into great discredit 
with the people; and the Petitioners further prayed their lordships 
each to counsel his neighbor to refrain from accepting the public 
money, unless in return for adequate publicservices.” Thisis pe 
istioning with a vengeance! Lord Haddington took the opportuni- 
ty to enlighten their lordships respecting the state of opimion in 
scotland. * There had of late been growing in the manufacturing 
districts of Scotland,” he said, ‘*a strong feeling in favor of Reform 


inthe Represeatation ; but he believed that the feeling was confined | 


fur the most part to these districts. Meu’s minds had of late been 
violently turned to that subject; but he thought that the deserinfi 
of that feeling was somewhat overcharged in the Petition, if his No- 
ble Friend (Lord King) would allow him to say so. He did not think 
the feeling even in the manufacturing districts of Scotland so strong 
as that which unhappily prevails on the subject in England.”

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WE: | AYS LATER FROM EUR! 
The packet ship Hibernia, Maxwell, arrived at thi 
this morning, in the short passage of twenty-three days, 
bringing London dates to the 20th and Liverpool to the 21st 
ult., twenty-four days jater than the last intelligence from 
Europe. 

The news from Poland, France, Belgium, Spain and 
England, by this arrival, is of an extremely interesting cha- 
racter. Qur files, however, are wanting from the 14th Feb. 
to the 8th of March, in consequence of which we can only 
imperfectiifitunderstand what events have occurred during 
that period from the allusions and comments of the papers 
received. 

The news from Poland is of the greatest interest. We 
have therefore given all the details in our power. By these 
it appears that a sanguinary strife occurred between the he- 
roic Poles and their savage oppressors, upon the 19th and 
20th of February, under the walls of Warsaw. The Poles 
have displayed the greatest heroism upen the occasion. — 
‘The combat was fought within sight of the city, and under 
the eyes of the families of the brave and devoted patriots, 
whose feelings may be easily guessed at, and hitherto suc- 
cess has rested with the oppressed, for it is f® smal! share 
of good fortune which could enable them to keep in check 
the masses of the invaders. ‘The first blow of importance 
appears to have been struck upon the 14th of February.— 
General Dwernicki is said to have been victorious at Sero- 
ezyn on the Vistula, and to have taken eleven pieces of can- 
non and 230 prisoners. On the 16th he crossed the Vista- 
la, and repulsed the advance of the Prince of Wartemburg. 
On the 19th General Clicki fought a battle at Groucho, in 
which the Russians are said to have lost 10,000 men. ‘The 
Poles mustered 16,000, and the Russians 40,000 men. The 
former admit a loss of 2,000 killed. On the 20th a fresh 
battle wag.commenced, and it is reported that Marshal Die- 
bitsch was wounded. On the 2ist and 22d an armistice 
was agreed upon, for the purpose of burying the dead.— 
The two last battles lasted 48 hours, and were to be resu- 
med upon the conclusion of the armistice. 

The result of these contests had induced General Die- 
bitsch to change his plan of operations. Sirong hopes, 
however, were entertained that the new plan might miscarry 
altogether. ‘The Poles are said to be 60,000 strong in front 
of Warsaw ; but theiradversaries 120,000. The fortune of 
the campaign hitherto seems to have astonished every body 
in France, where the account of the success of the Poles 
was received with the most lively demonstrations of joy.— 
The strategies of the * Passer of the Balkan” are sneered at 
with contempt by the French military judges ; his plan of 
enclosing the revolutionists, as if in a net, laughed at, and 
the event has proved with how fittle tactit was laid, and 
little precaution executed, when, upon the first opposition, 
he was obliged to call in all his reserve, to disturb his ar- 
rangements upon all othes points, and to make even the 
Grand Duke Constantine fight, with the ‘flower of the 
Guards,” at Grochow. The mob of barbarians may, and 
will, perhaps, prevail, but the mind, it is said, by good 
French judges, is not in the directors of this campaign. 

A report had been circulated in London and Paris of the 
fall of Warsaw. Later intelligence, however, entirely falsi- 
fied these reports, and it will be perceived that, at the latest 
dates, the Poles seem to have gained advantages over their 
savage invaders. 

The ministerial plan of reform in the British Parliament 
had been discussed in the House of Commons seven days. 
The question on the measure was taken on the 9th, and 
carried by a tremendous shout of the ‘* Ayes.” ‘Three voi- 
ces exclaimed ** No!",one was barely heard in the gallery, 
the second was bolder, and the third was loud, solemn, and 
distinct. A division was not called for. Lord John Rus- 
sell afterwards brought wn the Bill, which was read a first 
time. On the motions regarding the other two bills—viz: 
that for Scotland, and the one for Ireland—an extended 
conversation arose ; but evéntually leave was also given to 
bring in those Bills. The ministerial plan appears to be 
popular. * 

ENGLAND. 

The Reform Bil.—The Plan of Reform, as previous advices led 
us to expect, was submitted to Parliament, by Lord John Russe}l on 
the Ist of March, and read the first time. The second reading was 
fixed for Monday, the 21st March. 

The result of the reform bill may be thus briefly stated. The pre- 
sent number of members of the House of Commons is 658—of these 
168 are to be disfranchised, leaving 490. The total number of addi- 
tional members ftom London, the large towns and counties of Eng- 
land, from Scotland and from Ireland, is estimated at 105—making 
the whole number of members of the House of Commons 565, a de- 
ertase of 63. The right of suffrage will be extended to at least 
500,000 persons who do not now possess it. 

Mr. O'Connell made a speech in the House of Commons on the Sth 
March on the Reform Bill, which otcupies upwards of nine columns 
in the London Courier. ‘That paper, speaking of Mr. O’Connell’s 
speech, holds the following language : i 


‘s Sir James Graham made an able, and Mr. O’Connel] a most 
powerful speech in favor of the Reform measure. In the latter we 
fied argument, persuasion, and solidity. It is, perhaps, the best 





specimen of sound senspalng that the session has produced. How 
deeply do we regret, after having read such a speech, that a man 
possessed, as we have elsewhere said, of many amiable qualities in 
private life, should on one great question be opposed to the true in- 
tereste @Phis fellow countrymen! But the reform measure being 
passed, brighter hopes may open upon aus for Ireland. The two 
countries, instead of being Pp erese dissevered, may become more 
united, and Englishmen and Irishmen may alike Wish that they form- 
ed bet one land, and the people but one family.” 


The following sentences from Mr. O’Connell’s specch wi!l enable 
our readers to perceive its tenor. 


“He looked upon it asa measure which deserved support, be 
cause it was a large, a liberal,and a wise measure. {(Hear.} He 
would even call it a genefou- measure; and sure he was, that it 
would be an effectual measure of reform. [Hear.}” 

* “ The measure should have hia vote in support of it in that House ; 
and if he posse-sed any influence elsewhere, all that influence 
should be exercised in its favor. [Hear.}" 

a ” “ a radical reformer he accepted this measure heartily. {Hear,

‘* He called apon them, in the name of that god of charity whose 
spirit inhabited their bosoms, to do thie great act of justice to fre- 
land in the spirit it was intended, for the benefit of the people of 
Englaud and of Scotland ; and by so doing, to secure us against a 
revolution, the consequence of which no man could foretell.— 
[Cheers.]” 


The Commercial Advertiser of last cvening gives the the follow- 
ing synopsis of the Reform Bill, as introduced and read the first 
time : 


The bill * togmend the representation of the people in England 
and Wales” occupies three of the large columns of the Morning 
Herald, and is accompanied with numerous schedules, to which re- 
ference is made throughout. The following are its leading features. 
it is enacted that 60 borroughs enumerated is Schedule A., shall 
cease to return members to any future parliament. Forty-six bo- 
roughs enumerated in Schedule B. are to return one member, and no 
more. The 13 towns enumerated in Schedule C., among which are 
Manchester, Birmingham, Leeds and Sheffield, are each to return 
two members; the 18 in Schedule D., among which are Brighton 
and Cheltenham, are each to return one. Weymouth and Melcomb 
Regis, to be taken as one town, are to return two. Portsmouth, Ko- 
chester and Kingston-upon-Hull, with certain places annexed, are 
severally to return two members. Thirty-nine'places, enumerated 
in Schedule F., are annexed to eleven shires or towns, and the resi- 
dents ptqgiously qualified to vote, or so qualified by the act, are to 
have a share in the election of burgesses from such shires or towns.

The * Bill to amend the Representation of the People in Scotland,” 
was brought into the House of Commons by the Lord Advocate, Mr. 
Jeffrey,on the 15th. Ile named Friday the 25th for the second 
r@din@ a delay which occasioned commentary in the papers. The 
outlines of the bill are published. Fifty members are to be return- 
ed to the House from Scotland; twenty-eight from the conjoined 
shires or stewartrics enumerated, and twenty-two from the enume- 
rated burgls, towns and districts. Each county or stewartry to send 
one member. Of the towns, Edinburgh and its suburbs send two; 
Glasgow and the contiguous Suburbs, twe; Aberdeen, ove; Paisier, 
Dundeegand Greenock, each one ; Leith with the suburbs and ad- 
joining villages, one. Freeholders now enrolled are to vote during 
their lives, but none are herea‘ter to acquire votes unless as provid 
ed by the act, which gives the franchise in counties, to proprictors | 
of Jand or houses worth ten poundsa year, and to tenants in posses- | 
sion of leases of 19 years for fifty pounds rent; and, intowns, to 
the owners or occupants of houses werth ten pounds a year. Pro- 
visions are made for a registry of the voters. The eldest sons of 
Scotch peers may be elected. 

The bill to regulate the rcpresentation in Ireland, had not been 
brought before the house ; but Mr. O’Cennell, ina letter to the peo- 
ple of Ireland, dated on the 5th March, mentions several of the pro- 
posed provisions. Rotten boroughs, he says, were to be annihilat- 
ed ; the power of corporations to monopolize the right of returning 
members was to be destroyed. None but residents were to be al- 
lowed to vote. Every householder in Dublin, whose house is worth 
ten pounds a year, will havea right to vote. The present register 
ed freeholders and resident freemen to have the right during their | 
lives; but future freemen must vote as ten pound houscholders.

POLAND. 

WARSAW, Feb. 21, 11 uclock A. M.—1 must give you news of the 
fight of my unforturate country. The war begae on the 14th of this 
month, when, in a small affair, General Dwernicki took 11 pieces of 
cannon, with horses and baggage, and 230 prisoners. In several 
skirmishes kind HEAVEN gave us the victory : but the most essen- 
tial affair has now occured ; our Commander designedly allowed the 
enemy to approach within a league of Warsaw, and the battle, which 
still lasts, began on the 19th, at six o’clock inthe morning. During 
these two days we have been continually advancing ; we have alrea- 
dy a great number of wounded, but on the other stde the carnage has 
been terrible; at the same time we are as yet unable to state any 
thing decisive. We can distinctly see the field of battle from the 
city, and the continual firing of the cannons. You can casily ima- 
gine our feelings at seeing blood flow below our city, for the fate of 
our uuhappy country; but whatcan wedo? To-morrow we shall 
be lost or saved. 

P.S. Noon.—A second report from General Dwernicki has just ar- 
rived ; we believe there are now no Russians on the right bank o' the 
Vistula. 

[The pestestint here refers to an advantage gained by General 
Dwernicki over a Russian corps commanded by Geismar, which had 
passed the Vistula at Pulawy, the march of which inspired ecrious 
anxiety at Warsaw. } .

Warsaw, Feb. 21.—It is now under the walls of Warsaw that 
our army 1s every day fighting. Gen. Diebitsch is at the head of the 
Russian masses which marched by the routes of Siedler and Wen 
grow. The Polish army, unable to resist these masses, has been con- 
centrated, since the 17th, around Praga. The Russians are strongly 
established in the forests, situated at a little distance. They accept 
partial combat without wishing for a general engagement. ‘The Poles 
endeavour to draw them into the plain, but then they retire into the 
woods, where the cavalry- cannot pursue therm, and where they are 
besides protected by a formidably artillery. I» theee different bat 
tles the adyantage is dlways on the side of the Poles; but it is to be 
feared fat numbers will at last prevail. The loss of the Russians is 
estimated at 10,000 men. Several hundreds of prisoners have been 
brought to the city, along with about 1,000 wounded Poles. 

The Polish Genera! Dwernicki, who, after a brilliant engagement, 
passed the Vistula at Gora, to stop the march ofthe Prince of Wur- 
temberg, has had with him, near Koziennice, a battle, in which he 
repulsed him, and took several cannon. This Prince is under the 
orders ofanother Russian General, named Kreutz ; but ne other is 
mentioned but himself. He is the horror of Poland, because he was 
born in Polafid, and because he deserted, at the insurrection, a bri- 
gade of Polish Lancers whom he commanded, although he is the ne- 
phew of Prince Adam Czartoriski. 

It is impossible to paint the heart-rending spectacle which War- 
saw presented on the 19th. The anxiety produced by the battle, 
which was seen from all points commanding the Vistula, and the 
zeal of the inhabitants standing round the waggons of the wounded 
to offer them assistance. The work of erecting the interior barri- 
cades was interrupted, and it is thought that if the Polish army, 
yielding to numbers, is finally driven + this unfortunate city will 
caly atten useless resistance, the consequences of which terrify

A corps of Cossacks, composed of 3,000 men, passed the Vistula, 


near Pultawa, and had advanced to Radom.

and, at the commencement of the action, took from them six pieces 
of cannon, and made 200 prisoners.

Warsaw, Feb. 21.— The National Government has published the 
following proclamation :— 

** As the Polish army, in consequence of tlie engagements which 
it has had @ith the enemy, will probably advaneego cover the capi- 
tal, the National Government has thought it its duty to take mea- 
sures to secure it from a demonstration of the enemy, and to place 
it in a state to make vigorous resistance. It has therefore decreed :— 

‘©1. From this day, the 19th of Feb. the city of Warsaw is decla- 
red in a state of siege. , 

“2. The Governor of the city is invested from this time with all 
the military powers, as if he commanded in a place of war. 

3. The civil and military authorities, as well as the inhabitants 
of Warsaw, are held to obey the order of the Governor for the arm- 
ing or the defence of the city, on pain of suffering according to mi- 
litary laws. 

‘© 4. The persons of the Senators, of the Deputies, and of Foreign 
Consuls, the halls of their sittings, and the houses of the above- 
mentioned persons, are placed beyond the power of the Governor.”’ 

(Extract of a letter, dated Warsaw, Feb. 17.) —* In the only two 
instances of the Russian, Invaders and the Polish defenders of ther 
liberty having fought, the Poles have conquered, Official accounts 
of this success/ul commencement having reached Warsaw, affords 
universal joy, and enables me to give you the following details :— 

** General Dwernicki, and the brave Poles under his command, 
attacked General Geismar’s corps in the rear, at Scrodzyn, near 
Slock, on the Vistula. The Poles fought like lions, killed 400 of 
the enemy, including one Licutenant-Colonel of artillery, and one 
Major, took 230 prisoners, including two Captains, one Lientenant, 
two Ensigns; seized many horses, a large supply of ammunition 
and took 11 pieces of cannon, five of which they immediately turn- 
ed against the enemy. The Polish artillery worked so well, that 
they soon dismounted five of the enemy’s cannon. 

** The Poles lost one assistant-surgeon, and 15 men killed, and 18 
wounded, among whom were Major Rosian, Lieut. Zalkowski, and 


| second Lieuteuants Radowarski, Smolynski, Krzyzanowski, and 


Reezynski. ‘The Major led the attack ontwo regiments. and a bat- 
tery of artillery. ‘The coolness, intrepidity, and enthusiasm of the 
young Polish soldiers just formed, excite the greatest astonishment, 
and merit the lighest prvise; the first fire of the Russian artillery 
tell on a battalion of the First Regiment of Polish Foot, commanded 
by Lieutenant-Culonel Ryecllowski, killed several of his men, but 
did not create the least confusion in the square which they had form- 
ed, the places of those who fell in front were immediately filled up 
by those in the rear, and all continued to join in the national song 
of ‘Dombrowski.’ Gen. Geismar fled, and yery narrowly escaped 
being taken prisoner. 

*¢ The Russian prisoners who were taken, say they were assured 
they were only going to chastise the 4th Polish Kegiment who had 
rebelled, then march on to Prussia to meet the French, who were 
already on their way to attack che Russians. 

‘* The second example of Polish bravery and Polish success is the 
attack on the avant guard of Gen. Diebitsch, when the Poles took 
300 prisoners, including two Colonels, six pieces of cannon, and a 
quantity of arms whichthey foundinthecamp. Further particulars 
respecting this second affair I will give you in my next, when | hope 
to beable to give yuan account of amore general battle near War- 
saw, Which our army is preparing for with the greatest energy.” 


WARSAW, Feb. 28.--On the 24:h and 25th Februrry there was 
again some very obstinate fighting. All our journals are full of the 
particulars. ‘he following account is in our Slate Gazette of the 
26th.--“* The day before yesterday there was a terrible battle on the 
other side of the Vistula. The combat began at break of day, at 
Bialolenka,; a fresh corps of Russians which had advanced to that 
place was dispersed, and lost five cannen. At Grochow Field-Mar- 
shal Diebitsch, besides the carps of General Pahlen, Rogen, Gies- 
mar, had c-lled that of Prince Schachowski to join him with the in- 
tention of opening himself a way to Warsaw. He therefore com- 
menced the battle with a great superiority of force. On our right 
wing a caison, filled with shells, blew up inthe middle of a regiment 
of cavalry, and did us considerable damage. Our left wing and cen- 
tre now also advanced to Grochow. ‘The two armies were in their 
positions in the evening. On our side General Chlopicki was wound- 
ed in the ioot by a cannon ball. General Zymirski was_mortaily 
wounded, and died im the course of the day. The encemyowever, 
sustained no inconsiderable loss; they had four Generals killed ; 
two regiments of infantry and one of cuiassicrs were dispersed ; 
a battery partly taken, partly spiked. Our army was attacked seven 
times successively. Genera) Krukowiecki commauded on our side. 

According to other journa!s, the Russians had, on the 25th, uo 
fewer than 150 cannon in the field. Our loss in killed and wounded 
is estimated at between 2,000 and 3,000 men, and yet all our troops 
were not engaged, as a great portion covered Praga. The scythe- 
bearers are said to have fought desperately. Gencral Ch'opicki has 
been brought wounded to Warsaw, but it is thought he will soon be 
ab!é to leave the city again ; he had two horses killed under him. 

On the two following days there was no fighting, but it seems that 
it was found nécessary, on our side, to abaudun the ground on the 
other side of the Vistula. The melancholy result of this @eon- 
vieiion has beea, that we were vbliged to set fire to the sub- 
urbs of Praga, in order to have a clear space before the intrench- 
ments, which cover the bridges over the Vistula. Praga was burn- 
ing the whole day on the 26th: a prociamation from the National 
Government promises that the unfortunate inhabitants shall be in- 
demnificd. ‘The preceding day, in the midst of the battle at Cro- 
chow, it was reported here for a time that Praga was taken by the 
enemy. 

The Commander in Chief, Prince Radzivill, has laid down the com- 

mand, which has been given pro tempore by the National Govern- 
ment to General Jno. Skrzynecki, who was confirmed in the cffice 
by the two Chambers onthe 26th. According to seniority, General 
Krukowiecki should have had the chief command, but it ie said he 
was the first to second the appointment of Skryzynecki. 
- General Dwernicki, in a report dated 24th, from Kozniece, says 
that the corps of General Breutz had entirely left the woiwodeships 
of Sandomer and Cracow, and retired across the Vistula. The Rus- 
sians had, up to that time, contrived to strengthen the ice on the Vis- 
tula, and to keep up the communication ovor it, by covering the sur- 
face with straw, and pouring water over it. 


A resolution of the National Government of the 26th declares all 
Poland ina state of war. 


Feb. 25.—The Municipal Council announées that elections for 
new Counsellors are to take place in the quarters of the city—viz., 
four for each quarter. 

The inhabitants of the capital are requested not tu give the woun- 
ded any brandy, many having died frei drinking it, but rather to 
send —— and warm victuals to the hospitals, where they are much 
wanted.

Freed from the presence of the Muscovite hordes, by the courage 

and perseverance of our glorioos defenders, the entire population of 
Wafsaw, on the first moment of relaxation, repaired to the foot of 
the altar to return thanks to the Almighty, and to implore the con- 
tinuance of his protection for the holiest of causes. I cannot de- 
scribe to you the awful aspect of our city. Notwithstanding the 
loss of 3,000 of our fellow-citizens killed and 6,500 wounded, who 
are now lying in our hospitals, our army is still in the best condition, 
and as enthusgstic as ever. No one would suppose that for the last 
10 days and nights it had been exposed to the intemperate inclemen- 
cy of an intensely severe season, and to the grape-shot of the Rus- 
sians; that army, too, recollect, consisted of only 40,000 men, with 
60 pieces of artillery, & had to contend against 120,000 Russians with 
200 cere a of cannon. Nothing can be more affecting thanthe care 
the Polish ladies, of all classes, have for the wounded. Order, se- 
curity, and the most perfect calm reign in every quarter of the town. 
Its environs are protected night aud day by our brave defenders ; 
provisions freely arrive from all sides, and our stores are abundantly 
provided. 
_ The Russians have to endure every sort of privation, whilst our 
wounded and soldiers are protected from the weather. The thaw 
will add to the misery of the former. They abandon horses, cais- 
sons, and baggages; moreover, the want of provisions has engend- 
ered sickness, which is now raging in their ranks? Al}! the banks of 
the Vistula has been cleared of Russian soldiers. The Imperia} 
Guard which occupied Warsaw since 1315, under the orders of the 
Czarowitz, has been almost entirely destroyed. The Imperial Guard 
of Petersburg, under the Emperor’s orders, is still at Kowno, and 
was only to quit that position after the fullof Warsaw. It consists 
of 14,000 infantry, and 7,000 cavalry. ' : 

The government has distributed recompenses to the army. Prince 
Michzel Radziwill, after his resignation, was appointed Koight of 
the Order of Military Merit, but he proved himself incapable of hol- 
ding his important command.

Gen. Diebitsch offered a reward of 500 dacats to any one who could 
deliver up to him a student of the university, or of the military 
school, and 2,000 ducats for each Member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. The National Guards of Warsaw have been employed to col-

olution in Piedmont, which would furnish 40,000 men. 

If England did net interfere, and Prussia were willing to act in | 
concert with us, the Polish question might have boen decided in a | 
sullless embarrassing manner with respect to European policy. It | 
was at the very gates of Prussia that the massacre of the Poles was | 
perpetrated, and their cries of distress had to pass over an immense | 
distanee before they reachcd our cars. 

Prussia, by supporting the Pelish cause, would be establishing a 
barrier between her and Russian domination ; she had the certainty 
of forming a compact territory, and especially of re-uniting Saxony, | 
which she has long coveted, which she requires, and she might easily | 
obtain by favouring the accession of the Koyal House of Dresden to 
the throne of Warsaw. 

Let us, therefore, no longer be reproached for abandoning Poland. 
It would be impossible for Cninen, in its present state, to defend the 
Polish nation with its single afm. 

Parts, March 13.—A telegraphic despatch’from Metz, dated March 
12, announees that an Aid-de-Camp of a Polish General had passed 
through Metz, on his way to Paris, with despatches for the Minister 
for'Foreign Affairs.

The report universally credited of the Russians having entered 
Prag, proves, as I informed you in my letter of the 6th, to be a fab- 
rication. At the same tune I regret to say that we have received 
official and positive intelligence from Warsaw down to the Ist, which 
states that although the Russians had not entered Praga, as had been 
reported, it is not the less certain that the Poles were driven back 
with immense slaughter on the evening of the 25th—that thejr head 
quarters have retreated into Warsaw, and that after setting fire to 
the buiidings in front of Praga, near ** the Saxon Meadows,” they 
withdrew the greater part of their force, leaving but a few battalions 
to defend the ramparts. 

During the battle of the 25th it appears to have been Field Mar- 
sha! Diebitsch’s object to occupy the attention of the Poles in front 
of Praga while he was manw@uvring on their flanks. During that day 
and the subsequent night the artificers were employed in torming a 
passage across the Vistula, at Gora, above Warsaw, and at Zeg:z, 
on the Bug. Retaining 10,000 men of General Rosen's corps and 
the reserves of the Czarowitch in front of Praga, with 60 guns, he 
moved the rest of the division Rosen, and the cavalry of General 
Witt, by their left, on Gora and Larezew, while the corps of Pahlen 
moved by their right across the Bug. ‘The latter would unite with 
the corps of Prince Schachusskoi, and following the course of the 
ug, advance upon Plock. ‘The divisions of Geismar, Grentz, Ro- | 
sen, and De Witt, forming forty battalions, ninety squadrons, and 
ninety guns, would unite on the left bank of the Vistula on the 3d, 
and menace Warsaw frem the south ; whilst the corps of Pehlen, 
reinforced by that of Schachosskoi, would form their junction be- 
tween Puituck and Moolin on the same day, supported by the whole 
ot the Guards, who have already anvancedto the Nerew. Rein- 
forcements of all arms, to the amount of 25,000 men and fifty guns, 
reeched the camp at Milosna on the night of the 24th. It is, there- 
fore, evident that the Russians, who are strongly intrenched, will 
conient themselves with watching Praga, and wait until the opera- 
tions of their wings are completed. ‘hen, when Warsaw is com- 
pletely enveloped, they may threaten a false attack. 

The loss of the Russians in the affairs of the 24th and 25th amount- 
ed to 4,500 killed, wounded, and missing, with five guns dismount- 
ted or spiked. ‘The Polish loss is acknowledged to exceed this num- 
ber by upwards ofathousand. Their logs in killed is out of all usual 
proportion to that of the wounded ; but this is accounted for by the 
murderous fire of the artillery, and above all, by tht desperation 
with which these heroic ceo fought, neither giving nor taking 
quarter. I fear that my next letter will convey the sad intelligence 
that Warsaw had surrendered, or that it has ceased to exist. For 
the sake of humanity it is to be hoped that the brave defenders of 
Warsaw will not carry their opposition to such a point as to preclude 
the possibility of saving the city, and thus expose it to all the hor- 
rors of a storm from barbarians who are irritated by opposition toa 
state of indescribable fury. 


BELGIUM AND HOLLAND. 

The Belgium nation, having been retused a king of their own 
choosing, have elected a Regent to administer the government. M. 
Surlet de Chokier, Vice President of the National Congress, and a 
man of great popularity, has been raised to this office. He was in- 
@alled with great nity on the 25th of February. The Belgic 
ministry was i iately formed. This ministry, among their first 
acts, on the 2d of March, requested a luan of twelve millions of flo- 
rins, or a sale of seven millions of crown lands, a measure rendered 
necessary, a8 they said, by the probability of war. M. Brouckere, 
the Minster of Finance, in proposing this measure to the National 
Congress, said—“ Italy is in a state of insurrection ; Austria is arm- 








‘ing to subdue it, and France is resolved to maintain the principle of 


non-intervention. On the other hand, the Prussian armics on the 
‘Rh ine are already provided with their field equipage.” This is cer- 
tainly enough to give ground for precantion. The law authorizing 
the loan of twelve millions was, after some debate, adopted on the 
4th of March, by a vote of 96 to 21.

The Precurseur of Lyons says :—** A courier who arrived this 
morning, March 10, at Lyons, announces that the Austrians have en- 
tered Ferrara and Novi, and that they were marching against Mode- 
na, into which they have probably entered by this time.” 
Without prejudging in any manner the course which the new Min- 
istry will follow, our first impulse is to hope that the new President 
of the Council will show himself worthy of the highest functions, 
which he did not accept till after having long hesitated, because he 
knows the importance of the responsibility which they bring with 
them under present circumstances. As for the question of peace 
or war, though M. C. Perrier has hitherto beena declared partrzan 
of peace, nothing authorises us to believe that he is disposed to sac- 
rifice the national dignity to it ; and the retaining of Marshal Soult 
in the Ministry, gives reason to believe that the question is not ab- 
solutely decided in favor of peace, for the first proof of humility to- 
wards foreign Powers would be the retreat of a man who, according 
to Marshal Maison, inspires them with as much terror as an army of 
500,000 men. 
The Messager has an article of two columns, in which it discusses 
the progress of public opinion respecting the probability and neces 
sity ofa war. At the commencement of the revolvtion of July, war 
was not believed to be necessary ; afterwards the people thought it 
inevitable, but would have had us wait for it on our own frontiers ; 
now they formally require it. This article concludes as follows :— 
Opinion feels that war or peace no longer depend or. us; that the 
anti-constitutional Cabinets are obliged, by the insurrections of the 
people, to draw the sword against them—that is to say, against our- 
selves, in the persons of those people whose fate is united to our’s. 
Hence the incontestable tendency of people’s minds towards war, 
which has gained over the coolest heads, and at the head of which 
the Government must soon place itself to have peace at home. 


SPAIN. 
Reports of a yery contradictory nature are circulated respecting 
Spain, and they are so vague that one can scarcely credit them. 
A letter from Figueiras, of the 6th of March, says—* Insurrec- 
tionary movements agitate the environs of Valencia. The Royal

At Madrid, on the departure of this Cabinet courier, it was said 
that the Government, had heard of an insurrection in Valencia, ‘and 
in the Province of La Mancha. The Delegate of the Police at Irun 
has in part confirmed this news.

The Spanish Consul at Bayonne has received despatches which 
confirm in a great part the preceding newg; but he adds, that all 
will be put down by the troops of Gen. Quesada.

Reform in England.—Of the news received by yester- 


day’s arrivals, that from Poland was of the greatest interest, 
yet perhaps that from Fingland is of the greatest impor- 
tance. A Revolution in England would do more to change 
the destinies of Europe than any other event—far more even 
than the establishment of Independence in Poland. And 
every enlightened man saw, that England’s fate hung upon 
the scheme of reform expected from the English ministry. 
That scheme, it appears, is much more thoroughgoing 
than the most sanguine anticipated. The English minis- 
ters see that the spirit of the age is too strong and too intel-: 
ligent to be satisfied with a stone for bread; or to be con- 
tent to nibble at some paltry changes such as might have 
‘amused it some ten or twenty years ago. The reform they 
propose, though still but partially radica& is yet a great 
stride towards universal suffrage. Besides the destruction 
of upwards of a hundred rotten boroughs, the qualifications 
of elections are to be reduced so as to be within the reach 
of a Jarge portion of the laboring classes. Real property to 
the value of ten pounds a year, ora residence during six 
months previous to an election in a tenement of the yearly 
rent of ten pounds, is al! the qualification required. 

This will produce, if carried, an immense change in the 
English House of Commons. If not carried—if the ultra- 
Tory party prove too strong for the ministry, or if that pull- 
back upon all democratic reform, the House of Lords, take 
it into their wise heads to stop the measure—then we shall 
hear of a revolution, not quiet and gradual, but violent, per-1 
haps sanguinary. ~ | 

In the first case, England will probably progress slowly 
but securely towards a free constitution and a liberal gavern- 
ment ; in the latter, the tide of reform will burst its barriers, 
perhaps to fertilize, perhaps (for the moment) to flood and 
desolate the country. ,
